Pakistan have been normalised. Shri Samar Guha, who had 
fcaxh* put up earlier questions also, has now raised the 
question of bringing back part of INA Martyr Monument 
from Rawalpindi again. 



3. Following the references that were rode by Shri 
Samar Guha on rotters relating to collection of monuments, 
documents and other material relating to Netaji's life 
abroad. Coordination Div$ion had sent a circular letter 
to number of our Embassies, including our Embassy in 
Islamabad, requesting them to collect Information on the 
subject. According to the replies received from our 
Embassy in Islamabad, no progress has yet been made In 
tracing the part of monument In Rawalpindi. This position 
is reflected in the reply given to part (c) of the question 
answered on 1st December, 1977. 

4. In view of the answer given to part (c) of the 
question, it is possible that Members of Parliament might 
raise more questions about action taken in this regard by 
the Government. It is requested that Pakistan Division/ 
Coordination Division may take necessary action to 
pursue the rotter further in coord ination with our Embassy 
in Islamabad and Ministry of Home Affairs.
